Headmaster's  Address 


As  one  opens  the  pages  of  a  yearbook,  one  embarks 
upon  a  journey  to  visit  the  memories  of  a  specific  year. 
When  reviewing  the  pages  of  this  yearbook,  it  becomes 
apparent  that  one  of  the  great  benefits  of  attending  a 
school  like  Pickering  College  is  the  sense  of  history  and 
tradition  that  is  imbedded  in  the  school  culture.  The 
buildings  have  a  history  that  becomes  a  part  of  each  of 
us  as  soon  as  we  arrive  on  campus.  The  walls  portray 
pictures  and  artwork  that  tell  us  who  we  were,  which 
helps  to  explain  who  we  are.  And  the  words  that  we 
speak  allude  to  past  events  and  understandings  that 
have  shaped  our  way  of  being,  our  manner  of  talking  to 
one  another,  our  ability  to  understand  and  respect  our 
peers,  and  our  sense  of  building  a  community.  What  is 
most  important  is  that  this  yearbook  portrays  the  faces 
of  the  people  who  make  up  our  community. 

The  journey  through  a  yearbook  also  presents  a  mixture 
of  emotions.  There  is  the  satisfaction  of  a  year 
completed;  the  joy  of  time  spent  with  friends;  the  loss 
for  friends  who  have  moved  to  another  phase  in  their 
lives;  the  recollection  of  good  times,  and  bad,  that  will 
stand  the  test  of  time  and  become  part  of  one's 
collection  of  memories  of  youth.  Perhaps,  most 
important,  there  is  the  sense  that  the  year  has  become 
one  that  we  can  never  recapture,  no  matter  how  vivid 
the  pictures  and  scenes,  and  recognition  that  we  must 
never  forget  to  make  the  most  of  what  we  have  now 
before  it  too  slips  away. 

Our  yearbook  allows  us  to  recapture  our  feelings  and  to 
appreciate  that  our  time  at  Pickering  College  was 
special,  particularly  since  it  prepared  us  for  the 
challenges  ahead.  Perhaps  reading  this  yearbook  allows 
us  to  meet  together  once  more,  through  the  images  on 
the  pages,  and  to  remember  the  inspiration  that  we 
drew  from  being  present  with  one  another  at  Pickering 
College.  Perhaps  it  recalls  the  words  of  our  alumnus, 
spoken  at  the  Closing  Meeting  for  Worship,  who  said, 
"I  can  hope  your  thoughts  are  idealistic,  your  courage 
immutable,  your  will  firm  and  your  hearts  sure.  I  can  hope 
you  have  a  faith  in  your  future  and  in  the  future  of  your 
country,  for  we  desperately  need  people  who  have  such  a 
faith  and  conviction.  I  can  hope  that  you  think  of  the  struggle 
with  burning  confidence,  with  sincere  thanks  in 
your  heart  for  the  divine  joy  of  living.  And  above  all  I  can 
hope  that  your  faith  in  people  is  unshakeable." 

The  theme  continues  with  the  other  message  from  an 
alumnus  read  at  the  Closing  Meeting,  who  states  about 
our  school,  "To  us  she  is  a  living  thing -someone  we  know  very 
well  and  want  to  keep  on  knowing.  For  Pickering  is  the  sound  of 
voices,  the  footsteps  of  many  people,  the  stillness  of  many  hours. 


She  has  a  long  ancestry.  She  is  all  religions  and  all  nations. 
That  is  why  Pickering  is  a  live  thing;  for  the  people  are 
Pickering." 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  sense  of  caring  will  continue; 
that  if  you  can  take  one  final  thought  with  you,  it 
is  that  each  one  of  us,  as  individuals,  can  and 
must  make  a  difference.  Everything  we  learn 
prepares  us  for  success;  every  action  we  take  has 
an  effect  on  others.  Combining  these  with  a  sense 
of  commitment,  dedication  and  perseverance  will 
mean  that  as  we  go  forth,  whether  it  is  into  Grade 
4  or  into  university,  we  can  have  a  profound 
influence  on  shaping  the  world  around  us  and  on 
making  life  better  for  others.  Do  not  ever  forget 
this  power  that  you  have  and  do  not  neglect  it,  for 
you  shall  not  pass  this  way  again. 

A  school  year  cannot  be  completed  without  the 
efforts  of  all  members  of  our  community.  So  it  is 
appropriate  to  take  a  moment  to  offer  my  gratitude 
to  all  members  of  our  school  who  have  served  us 
in  so  many  capacities  and  made  the  year  such  a 
success.  To  the  housekeeping  and  maintenance 
staff  who  keep  the  school  comfortable  and  looking 
beautiful;  to  the  administrative  staff  who  help  so 
much  in  so  many  ways  and  ultimately  ensure  that 
communication  is  timely  and  forthcoming;  to  the 
teachers  who  give  of  themselves  in  so  many 
capacities;  to  the  parents  who  support  us  by 
allowing  us  to  educate  their  children,  and  many 
of  whom  volunteer  countless  hours  to  myriad 
activities  for  the  school;  and  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  Corporation  of  Pickering  College 
who  give  direction  and  guidance  to  ensure  the 
long-term  viability  of  our  school  .  .  .  thank  you!
